While 6000 men and women were gathered 
in the grand stand at Sportsman’s Park 
yesterday afternoon flames enveloped the 
graceful but filmsy etructure and devoured 
it almost before the pleasure-seekers rea- 
lized. their danger, 

That a holiday was not transformed into 
a holocaust ig one of the remarkable feat- 
ures of a fire that has no precedent. 

In less than three minutes after a tiny 
tongue of flame started on its journey the 
wood and iron etructure, 800 feet long and 
75 feet wide, was a seething mass of flames. 

The pavilion and grandstand, 300 feet in 
length, were wiped out of existence in 15 
minutes. 

In 25 minutes after the fire started noth- 
ing but charred timbers remained where 
had been the “bleachers,"’ covering 300 feet 
east of the grandstand. 

. Four terrific explosions added to the hor- 
ror of the conflagration. Their cause has 
not been explained. 

The last explosion was in the center of 
the left fleid bleachers as the fire traveled 
eastward. Directly opposite that point the 
high board fence of the Fair Grounds across 
the street Is covered with spots of oll. The 
apots were not there before the fire. 

It was a happy, care-free crowd that 
gathered in the park to see the second 
game of the championship season between 
the Browns and the Chicago Colts. In the 
grandstand were thousands of well-known 
citizens enjoying their Saturday half-holli- 
day and scores of stylishly~<iressed women. 

The game hed been in progress half an 
hour when a cry of “Fire arose from the 
cemter of the southern pavilion, opposite 
firat bage. 

lt was not a wild, excited cry and the 
majority of the great crowd misunderstood 
it, thinking a fight was in progress.

Men and women 
Saw a littie cloud of blue smoke near the 
center of the southern pavilion. A few 
started from their geats. Others scouted 
the danger and clamored for the game to 
proceed. 

An instant later a streak of bluish flame 
was where the cloud of smoke had been, 
Shouts of protest changed to cries of 
alarm. <As if by one impulse the great 
crowd arose and rushed toward the exits. 

Even as they struggled in the aisles and 
on the stairways the spark was developing 
into a resistless wave of flame. 

So swiftly did it sweep along that those 
in the boxes and the lower tiers of seats 
were cut off from egress by the stair- 
ways. It was no time to shun injury in 
the face of death. Men and women ckmbed 
over the railing into the fleld, ten feet be- 
low. Those who had no time to hang and 
drop jumped to the ground. The screams 
of frantic women mingled with the groans 
of those who fell or were pushed over the 
railing in the mad rush to escape the 
flames. 

It all- happened so quickly that no one 
will ever be able to tell all the details of 
the flight. 

For two minutes pahic reigned. But for 
the excellent police regulations, the well- 
arranged exits and the heroic work of the 
ball players and the park attaches, the 
crowd would have struggled in the path of 
the flames until death swooped down upon 
it. ° : 
Before the last of the panic-stricken fugi- 
tives left the grandstand, three explosions 
occurred. After each the flames leaped for- 
ward as if with a new impetus. 

They leaped over the gap between the 
grandstand and left field bleachers without 
an instant’s pause. Those of the crowd 
who were steady enough to watch the 
progress of the flames heard a sullen roar 
when the bleachers were half consumed. 
A cloud of dense black smoke arose. When 
it cleared the spots of oll were on the 
fence across the street. 

Hundreds of the refugees sought safety 
in the clubhouse of the Fair Grounds’ As. 
sociation. William Duncan, president of the 
Ludlow-Saylor Wire Co., reached there tin 
a pitiable plight. The flames caught him 
as he was crossing the Natural Bridge 
road and literally burned his clothing from 
his back. He was taken home in @ serious 
condition. 

Dugald Crawford was 
crowded over the railing.

According to reports gathered by the po- 
lice the names of 28 persons who were 
seriously injured are known. Many iess 
dangerously hurt were taken home by 
friends before their names could be learned. 
It is belleved that 100 Is a conservative 
estate of the number injured. 

The grand stand was valued at $70,000, 
and insured for $65,000.

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ACCOUNT BY AN EYE-WITNESS. 


The Fierce Panic and Fire Described by 
Al Spink, Sporting Editor. 


Sportsman's Park, the home of the St. 
Louls Browne, !s no more. 


It was completely destroyed by fire yes- 
terday. 

And ite destruction was followed by the 
most dramatic scenes and incidents ever 
accompanying a fire in St. Louls, except, 
perhaps, the burning of the Southern Hotel. 
The latter conflagration occurred in the 
dead of night. 7 

Yesterday's fire came in the broad day 
light of as pretty an afternoon as April has 
ever given us. 

There was not a cloud In the sky. A balmy 
breeze was blowing from the south, and but 
for it the weather would have been oppres- 
sively warm. 

The Chicago and 8t. Loula teams were at 
play In the feild. It was the last half of the 
second inning of the game and St. Louis, 
had aman on third. 

The crowd, luckily, was not near es large 
as it was the day before. The stand was a 
litthe more than haif flied and the bleach- 
era at left Meld were only half covered.

Men, women and children ran down to the 
front of the grandstand and vaulted over 
into the field. Some ran down the back 
stairs and started for the regular exit. 

Two minutes after the first cry of “fire” 

was raised every living person in the stand 
was trying to get out or had already made 
his exit from the burning structure, In 
the fearful rush some fell and tumbled over 
each other. Weak men and women fell in 
a faint and would have been burned up, but 
that stronger hands took hold.and helped 
them out of the fearful place. 
- I was in the reporter's gallery mt the 
time, and beside the regular staff of report- 
ers for the morning and afternoon dailies 
their were four Western Union Telegraph 
operators at work there. 

From the reporters’ stand the first ery 
of “fire” could scarcely he distinguished, 
and the vaulting of men from the stand 
made it appear to the scribes that a fight 
had taken place in the stand, that some 
one had pulled a “gun’’ and that the more 
twaid ones were getting away from it. At 
this juncture the flame of fire could not 
be seen from the reporters’ gallery. It 
was not until louder and deeper cries of 
“fire’’ were heard that the men upon the 
roof in the reporters’ stand realized that the 
immense structure was ablaze beneath 
them, 

The older heads among the reporters 
urged the others to be cautious and not 
get mixed up among the panic-stricken 
ones below. This advice was followed, and 
it came near costing all the newspaper 
men their lives. They had no sooner 
reached the foot of the stairs leading from 
the reporters’ stand to the grand stand than 
they saw that the whole western part of 
the grandstand was ablaze.

Through the gusts of smoke that 
came from the flames so near at hand citi- 
zens and ball players could be seen help- 
ing men and women out of the stand, who 
appeared powerless to get out through thet» 
own efforts. 

The thousands who had been seated there 
the moment before had either vaulted out 
of the stand on to the ball field, had run 
out of it by the rear passage ways, or been 
dragged out of it by the ball players, who 
had come to their rescue. 

It should be mentioned here that the 
Sportsman's Park grand stand in its en- 
tirety was a fearfully constructed affair. 
There were dozens.of entrances and exite 
to it and the various passageways beneath 
the stand reminded one of the puzzle at 
Tower Grove Park or the Crystal Maize. 
At such time as this these various exits 
and entrances came near proving death 
traps. Men ran this way and that before 
finding the right way out. Some lost tite 
in doing this, and in their efforts to escape 
through some dark passagewey that had no 
exit ran Into the flames and in some cases 
had the hair scorched from their heads, 
thelr moustaches or whiskers burned off oF 
their faces and hands badly scorched. 

The reporters, knowing the way, ren 
down the back stairway and towards the 
main exit. A great crowd had gathered 
there and all hands were trying to pus® 
their way through a four-foot opening. 

“Order,” someone shouted, and the 
crowd went out hurriedly, in threes, but 
in perfect order, and as ‘hey ran the flames 
came ewWeeping behind them. The Western 
Union boys and reportera were the laat out, 
but they were no sooner on the Lindell 
Railway’s platform than the fire was at 
their heels and ali were forced to run at 
top speed west oh Natoral Bridge road. 
The flames at this tirae bwere sweeping 
across the latter thoroughfare, scorching 
the Fair Grounds fence and threatening the 
club houses a few yards away. 

The crowd, driven out by the fire. rae 
around it .nd into the Dall park again, 
where thousands were standing watching 
the burning structure.

Sight 
Swirling to 
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Most Remarkable Fire in the History 
of Conflagrations. 

Fred Green and Henry Lohbeck were 
taken to the City Hospital in ambulances. 

Green is a bartender and lives*at Third 
and Walnut streets. He was terribly 
burned about the neck, face and hands. 
His story shows the rapidity with which 
the flames spread. “I was standing on the 
ground near the bar,”’ he said. “I heard a 
ory of fire. I ran out through the passage

6urged after me and enveloped me. I have 
been In several fires, but never saw one 
burn as that did.” 

Lohbeck is a mailer, employed by Scott 
& Richarz. He lives at 1237 North Eighth 
strect. His ankle is broken and his back 
fs sprained, and he is burned about the 
abdomen and the. neck. He was suffering 
intensely when he reached the Hospital. 
Hie was accompanied by his cousin, Joseph 
Lohbeck of 2211 St. Louis avenue, who 
said: . 

“Henry and I were sitting together about 
opposite first base. I saw a commotion and 
people running, but I thought it was a 
fight. Then everybody began to run and I 
ran with them, When I saw it was a fire 
I turned back to look for my ceusin, At 
the same time he was looking for me. 
When we found each other nearly every- 
body else had escaped. We dropped from 
the back of the stand about fifteen feet to 
the ground, I dropped first. My cousin fol- 
lowed me, I tried to break his fall, but 
he was too heavy. I was singed a little, but 
not hurt otherwise.’’ 

Dick Ritchie, one of the ticket-sellers, 
could not be found after the fire, and it was 
feared he had perished. He was found at 
the Olympic last night, with no greater in- 
jury than a badly-solled fedora. 

“Almost as soon as I discovered the 
flames,’’ he said, “they were being blown 
by the wind against the side of the office 
I scooped my money into my hat and shout- 
ing to the others to follow me, jumped 
through a window. I came down town at 
once,”’ 

Charley Lewis, one of the other sellers, 
waited too long. He left part of his money 
behind, and the flames licked the back of 
his neck as he smashed a window and 
jumped out.

al‘life-savers. Few fire companies, whether 
members of paid departments or men Who 
“ran with the old machine” as volunteers, 
and for the excitement of it, ever displayed 
euch discipline or ‘rendered such splendid 
and timely service as these athletes in 
thelr gray and white uniforms. 

When the cry of fire Was given so as to 
be alarming a superb play on the diamond 
was taking place. More than likely, no 
one at the game now remembers the play 
in the thrill that sweeps over one at the 
thought of such narrow escapes aa every- 
body hed, and the circumstances are worth 
reciting.

ITll build a fence 
are@und here to-night and we will have a 
game in here to-morrow afternoon just as 
though nothing had happened.’”’

Upon the question of responsibility of the 
destruction of the Maine, Mr. Wellington 
passionately said that he @ould not think 
that Spain blew up our vessel. ‘‘If so, then 
the responsibility rested upon Gen. Blanco, 
in command at Havana, and I cannot be- 
lieve that Gen. Blanco would sanction such 
an outrage. One touch of nature makes 
the whole world kin,.even though the kin- 
shp be with a Spaniard.’ 

Mr. Wellington then recounted the deeds 
of valor done by Marylanders, and said 
that while the conservative people of his 
State agreed with him that war was not ‘ne- 
cessary; they and himself would be found 
battling with the majority.

Mr. Caffery maintained that recognition 
was an executive and not a legislative func- 
tion. 

‘The adoption by the Senate of the res- 
olutions reported by the minority of the 
Foreign Relations Committee,” he declared, 
“would .be to stultify ourselves, and the 
President would be bound to veto those res- 
olutions.”’ 

Mr. Caffery, speaking of recognition of 
the insurgents, said: “States cannot be 
made like paper money in which counter- 
feits must necessarily play a most import- 
ant part."”

Mr. Teller again called Mr. Hale to order, 
and again the Vice-President St the rule 
read.

Proceeding 
again, hé commented upon the remarkable 
spectacle the Senate presented. 

‘We are not asked to legislate,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘upon ordinary matters, Dut upon 
a grave national question that involves 
war.

MR. BRYAN DID IT ALL 
SAYS THE MAINE SENATOR. 


Proceeding Mr. Hale expressed the deep 
sense of regret with which he had In the 
last few days witnessed the flitting away 
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the Senate. Senators who had opposed the 
recognition of the independence of Cuba 
had one by one, and day by day, come into 
line for that declaration. He said. he had 
wondered why it was so, and he had found 
the solution of the problem in a banquet 
given las Wednesday night in this ciev to 
the Hon. Wm. Bryan. 

Witb great sarcasm he read from an ac- 
count of the speeches made on that oc- 
casion by Mr. Bryan and alleged that 
it Was responsible for the sudden unanimity 
of sentiment upon the Democratic side of 
the chambér. Many of the Democratic Sen- 
ators gave manifestations of their disap- 
proval as Senator Hale was réeading the 
account of the speech, The solidification of 
the Democratic party, Mr. Hale continued, 
Was not to be attributed to caucus action, 
but to this symposium, 

But all this attempt to make politics out 
of the ‘situation would not succeed,. he 
thought. If war came jt would not be con- 
ducted by the Democratic party. The coun- 
try would not turn to that patry, and the 
flag of the United States seed not be 
carried by that party, but by that gallant 
soldier and statesman, the President of the 
United States. He would conduct the war 
and bring it to a successful conclusion, 
The Democratic Senators and the Demo- 
cratic party, who seemed so intent on hos- 
tilities with Spain, would be found. when 
War was actually upon us, impeding and 
obstructing the course of those who were 
now attempting to avert war, with all its 
horrors, but who would then be in the 
a fighting for the honor of their coun- 


tr 

Mr. Gorman (Maryland), followed Mr. 
Hale and by his manner and by the vehe- 
mence of his uttérances, showed how 
greatly he felt the gravity of the situ- 
tion. He counselled temperate policy and 
hoped that the rancor of debate would be 
eliminated from the occasion. He criti- 
cized the attacks made by Senators upon 
the President as the Commander in Chief 
of the army and navy and forcibly de- 
clared that party should give way to a 
higher duty in the determination of the 
question. He questioned the wisdom of the 
resolution as adopted and hoped that wiser 
counsels would prevail. 

The message of the President, he said, 
read to him as the declaration of a man 
who had exhausted ail diplomatic efforts to 
bring peace out of chaos and now came to 
Congress for authority to strike the blow 
that would give the Cuban people freedom 
from years of misrule. ‘‘Every loyal Demo- 
erat,” he sald, “will be found behind the 
President, not as a Democrat, but as an 
American citizen, upholding the hands of 
our Commander in the war now almost 
upon us.”’ He said that the open criticism 
of the President was to be deprecated, an 
he wished that the record made up might 
be bloted forever, and only a united people 
shown uppermost to the world. He closed 
amid.profound stillness. 

“T pledge myeelf,”’ he sald, “‘to forget that 
McKinley was elected by the Republican 
party, for I know and believe that as Presi- 
dent of the united people he will bear his 
country’s flag aloft and no nation, Spain or 
otherwiae, will receive from him naught else 
than fair, manly and brave treatment. 


ALLISON DOUBTS THE 
WISDOM OF RECOGNITION. 


Mr. Allison (Io.), seemingly laboring un- 
der intense excitement, said that no man 
could doubt his loyalty to the country or 
the flag, but he seriously doubted the 
wisdom of do'ng that which had been a 
question of contraversy since the days of 


assumption of Congress to declare the in- 


dependence of a nation fn contravention of 


the well known principle of interational 
seal He said the amedment had been forced 
into the resolution in the face of the fact 
that the Pres'dent didn't counsel or even 
advise such action, but on the other hand 
had declared emphatically against it.

BERLIN, Aprig§.—In German official and political circles it is held that actual 
hostilities between the United States and Spain is merely a question of a brief time, 
as both countrits have gone too far to recede.

War Department Is Going Through Formalities and 
Says the Delay Is No Cause for Worry. 


—— 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—Since the announcement was made by the Adjutant- 
General that trodps would begin moving last night and to-day, thé War Department 
decided to go through the formality of inviting proposals from transportation com- 


panies before closing contracts for carry 


ing troops. Accordingly, Quartermaster- 


General Luddington to-day asked railway companies over whose lines the troops will 


travel, tg submit bids. 


These will be opened at noon Monday. 


Then the general 


movement of the army toward Cuba will begin. 
All arrangements have practically been concluded with the transportation com- 


panies and in the meantime they will have 


cars at the points needed in sufficient num- 


bers to start the soldiers on their way to the gulf. 

Owing to the fact that Sunday intervenes, 48 hours was given in which proposals 
shall be submitted. Otherwise only 24 hours would have been given. — 

The order contemplated that the troops should move as soon as transportation 
could be provided by the Quartermaster Department, and it was then intended by 


the department that the movement could 


be begun last night. The delay will result 


in no special harm, so army officers say. The troops can now reach the gulf as soon 
as they may be needed to invade Cubaif the order is given. 


Gen. Miles said that the movement of 
troops to the South would not begin till 
Monday at the earliest. There was no 
special occasion for haste in the matter, 
he said, and there was also certain for- 


malities to be observed in arranging with 
the railroad companies for their transpor- 
tation, Although no definite information 
on that point could be obtained this after- 
noon, it is said that the Sixth Cavalry at 
Fort Meyer and the Fourth Artillery af 
Washington Barracks will hardly start on 
their journey South before Monday evening 
or Tuesday 04 gen next. 

An important conference was in progress 
this afternoon in the office of the Secre- 
tary of War, the purpose of which was to 
perfect the arrangements for the use of 
the National Guards of the States and pre- 
pare the national defense in case it should 

ecome necessary to reinforce the regular 
army. 

There ‘were 
Gen. Corbin, Col. Wa 
Bureau of Information, Representative 
Hull, Chairman of the House Military 
Committee and the Adjutant General of 
the National Guard organizations of nearly 
every State and territory in the Unian. 
It was intended that the conference should 
result in an agreement as to a form of 
legislation which would remedy the con- 
flicting relations of the regular army and 
the militia as at present organized. 

Gen. Corbin said to-day in the most posi- 
tive terms that no call for volunteers for 
military service, either militiamen or others, 
would be made unless such a step would 
be authorized by Congress and approved 
by the President. He said that all the de- 
tails of such a call rested in the hands 
of the President and so far as he (Gen. 
Corbin) knew nothing had yet been set- 
tied in the matter beyond @ decision to 
make such a call should it become neces- 
sary and fully authorized by the act of 
Congress.

The 
War Department realizes the complete ju- 
risdiction of the Governors in the matter 
of the organization of the volunteer troops 
raised in their respective States. 

It was announced at the Navy Depart- 
ment to-day that there was no intention or 
necessity for the assignment of naval ves- 
sels for the transportation of troops to 
Cuba in the event that such a step was de- 
termined upon. It was explained that the 
War Department would have entire charge 
and direction of the transportation of the 
military forces, beth by land and water, 
and that the Quartermaster-General is now 
engaged in making complete preparations 
for the charter of a fleet of steam vessels 
for use in transporting the militia to Cuba, 
in the event that such a movement Is con- 
sidered by the President. 

The only part that the navy would play 
in a case of this kind would be to send a 
suitable fleet of warships along with the 
expedition for its protection and safe con- 
duct. The general understanding among 
military ‘and naval officials is that the 
army and navy, when the proper time ar- 
rives, will make a joint demons'ration in 


Cuba and that smaller expeditions will be

A GOOD CONDITION | 
OF AFFAIRS SHOWN. 


There Is Such a Vast Volume of Money 
in the Country That It Is Hard 
to Disturb Its Position. 


NEW YORK, April 16.—The Financier 
says: Despite the heavy and continued de- 
mands for funds from the interior, clearing 
house banks, according to their statements 
for the current week, were able not only to 
hold their own in the way of cash, but add- 
ed over two millions to surplus reserve, 
making the latter item the largest reported 


since Jan. 1. In the light of present events 
the statement must be 
able, since it reveals the 
strong positions of the banks. Ordinarily 
it would mean JjJower money rates this 
week, but unless a pacific solution of the 
Spanish crisis presents itself, no such re- 
| duction may be anticipated. The operations 
‘of the week which brought about a shrink- 
age of $7,679,900 in loans, was due to con- 
tinued liquidation and the entire absence 
of new business, the banks confining them- 
selves to the needs of their own custom- 
ers.

PARIS, April 16.—On the surface public feeling is inclined towards Spain but it 
isin no way hostile to America You have only to place the facts about Spain’s fail- 
ure in Cuba and the inhumanitigs of her rule before any deputy or journalist you talk 
to and the truth about the action of the United States becomes at once convincing. 
A majority of the Parisian papers have been led to believe what America is aim- 
ing at is the annexation of Cuba. They judge the policy of the United States by the 
standard English action in Egypt and are led by this erroneous example to draw 
conclusions at variance with the settled policy of the American Republic. To con- 
vince them that intervention in Cuba is only a disinterested act of courageous hu- 
manity without an ulterior purpose and the old friendship towards the United States 
is revived. 
You may rely on the absolute assurance that France will never join any hos- 
tile act against America over Cuba in the interest of Spain. 
France does not forget that Spain fought against her when the leagued despot- 
isms of Europe were organized by England to combat the republican tendencies of 
the French people a century ago, while America was on her side. 
Russia as an ally of France will never take part in any European concert having 
as its object the coercion of the United States in this Cuban conflict.

The Body Removed to the Morgue, and 
Will There Await Burial at the 
Hands of His Friends.

Mystery hovers about the dead body of a 
well dressed man who was run over by 
freight cars at the foot of Clinton street, 
at 6 o'clock last evening. 
A mark on the inside of the dead man’s 
hat band Indicates that-his name was Hunt. 
The name is written with ink, in a bold 
business hand. The first name is Omitted, 
and as there are several dozen Hunts in 
the City Direciory, the name lacks much 
ot being complete identification, 
The mangled remains were put on the 
“unideniined”’ slab at the Morgue, shortly 
after the accident, and awthough a hundred 
rr more persons looked upon the upturned 
face none could reveal the identity. 
A thorough search of the pockets ylelded 
only a handkerchief, some tobacco crumbs 
and $2.35 in cash. There was not even a 
scrap of paper on his rson. 
The deceased was evidently a St. Loutsan,

THE ONLY NATIONAL GAME. 


That Is What Baseball Has Proven 
Itself to Be in the Week 
Just Gone By. 


The interest taken in the opening cham- 
pionship games of the National League last 
week gehows what a hold baseball now has 
on-the American public. 

Despite the fact that on the day the 
League season opened, America was on the 
verge of war with Spain and the whole 
country undergoing a vast strain, the base- 
ball games were attended by great crowds, 
and excitement over the outcome of each 
contest was at fever heat. \ 


No better evidence of the general popu- 
larity and interest taken in America’s Na- 
tional game coypld be given than this. In 
the olden days when war clouds appeared 
on the horizon, and when etrife and bat- 
tle seemed near at hand, ali other things 
were forgotten, and the nation’s sports aud 
“amusements were set aside. in America, 
in one line at least, the cry of war passed 
unheeded jast week and great muititudes 
Gave ail their attention to the bail games. 


The inference to be drawn from all this 
is as Conclusive as it is obvious. it proves 
that basevall is really and truly entitied 
to the name it bears, and that as a Na- 
uonal game it has no peer in this or any 
other gountry. 


Baseball in America has grown up like 
@ green bay tree. The increas.ng of its 
areas and the piiting of a nine from one 
in 
1869, less than thirty years ago. There was 
no regularly arranged ieague at that time. 
The Vinc.nnati Keds were then an inde- 


pendent organization, playing such wonder- 


ful ee at home that they had aroused 
the admiration of a large part of that com- 
munity. While the Reds were playing ball 
there then and winn.ng the esteem and 
fr.endship of the*Cincinnati peopie, the At- 
lantics of Brooklyn were being talked of 
in the East and soon there arose a contro- 
versy between the peopie of the Bast and 
West as to the ability of the.r respective 
nines. But this talk amounted to little, for 
aes gulf then lay between the two s¢c- 
tions. 


One day a poor artist of Cincinnat!, a 
good*fellow, who often laid down his brush 
and easel for a_few hours’ recreation at the 
ball park, sugested a tour for the Red 
Stockings, a tour that would end only on 
the camping ground of their Eastern rivals, 
and which would prove for afl time just 
which part of the country had the best 
ball club. The suggestion laughed at at 
first was later taken seriously, and led to 
the tour of the Red Stockings, the first ever 
taken by a ttam of basebail players. 

The poor artist was responsible for this 
tour in more ways than one. He first sug- 
gested it, and when the trip was about io 
fail for lack of funds with which to start 
the men out he remembered that his wife 
had $300 put away for the proverbial rainy 
time, and he borrowed that money from her 
and put it in the baseball venture. It is bui 
right to say now that the good woman gut 
her money back with interest, but what 
would have happened had that first tour 
proven a failure is something beyond the 
ken of human concept.on. 


From that first tour came the great base 
ball league, which flourishes to-day and 
whose clubs appeared in the field iast Fri- 
day, absorbing al. attention and making the 


question of war for the moment a dead 
issue, 
It must be admitted that the present 


League organization is an admirable one. 
lts clubs come and go like small bodies of 
military, ali properly uniformed, ai! ski.leg 
in the most technical points of their calling 
and each man obeying orders with the 
BamMme grace and precision as a good soldier. 


St. Louis is fortunate this year in having 
@ good genera, at the head of her basebal} 
forces and in having a nine, too,? which 
promises to once again uphold the honor 
and good name of st. Louis on both local 
and foreign fields. 

The gamés of last week proved what has 
been said in the*%e co.umns all along—that 
the League teams this year are better 
matched than ever. The Western teams, 
especially, are well mated and-it looks as 
though they would this season give their 
kKastern rivals a real argument.

THE HOLMAN CYCLE PATH. 
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Much has been published lately regarding 
the cinder path over the conduit of the 
Waterworks to the Chain of Rocks, not all 
of which was accurate. 

Mr. John A. Laird, mechanical engineer 
in charge of the construction department 


of the Waterworks, is the originator and 
promoter of this path and to him the credit 
should be given. He is an ardent wheel- 
man of long standing, is president of the 
Mystic Shrine Bicycle Club and his name 
has been associated with many cycling 
events of late years. * 

Five years ago, while the conduit was in 
course of construction, Mr. Laird con- 
ceived the idea of building this path and 
at the completion of the conduit obtained 
permission from Water Commissioner Hol- 
man to start the work. In permitting the 
construction of this path Mr. Holman had 
two ends in view: ‘First, to give the wheel- 
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men of St. Louis one of the finest speed- 
ways in this cduntry, and sécond, to pro- 
tect the top and sides of the conduit from 
washing duripg a hard rain. Owing to a 
desire lo pursue the work without extra 
cost to the city the progress of the work 
has been slow. 

By refering to the accompanying map the 
track will be seen to commence at Grand 
avenue and extend nortoward in a semicir- 
cle to the Chain of Rocks, a distance of 
about eight miles. From Grane avenue to 
Humboidt avenue the conduit is built on 
Hall street, which makes it impossible to 
close it entirely to vehicles and Keep it in 
the smooth condition so desirable in cinder 
tracks. The surface of the conduit is en- 
tirely covered with cinders for the first 
half mile, makin a track 20 feet wide. 
From there on to Humboldt avenue a four- 
foot path has been built on either side of 
the conduit, leaving a space in the center 
for wagons. It is the intention to fii up 
this space between the two paths so as to 
make one continuous broad track. 

After crossing Humboldt avenue the con- 
duit is built on the private property of the 
Waterworks and is protected from wagons 
and heavy affic by arches at the cros:- 
ings. Th arches are of one-inch iron 
pipe; the uprights are nine feet apart and 
the cross pieces are six feet and three 
inches from the surface of the track, giving 
enough space for a tal] man on a bicycle 
to pass, but effectually “barring the way to 
other vehicles. 

Mile posts will be located with precision 


WACo-EMAY 


along the route for the benefit of whee.men 
who wish to test the accuracy of their 
cyclometers. At each of the three pumping 
stations, located as shown o@ the mab, will 
be found automatic air valves, connected 
with the air compressors in the pump- 
houses, furnishing free air to those who 
have occasion to inflate their tires. At the 
Chain of Rocks there is a reception room 
for the ladies, a commodious bicycle rack 
and polite and accommodating employes 
to _ any information concerning the 
works. 

The members of the Water Department 
who have been interested in the construc- 
tion of this path have unanimously agreed 
to call it the Holman Cycle Path, in honor 
of Water Commissioner Holman, it being 
through his kindly feeling for the wheelmen 
that he consented to its being built. On 
May 30 the path wilt be dedicated and for- 
mally opened to the public.

He was sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary for six years 

Reynolds gave bond, The case was ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court here, which 
is now in session. The court this morning 
confirmed the decision of the lower court, 

Soon after the Chief Justice announced 
the decision, Reynolds was told by the 
Marshal that he must go to jail. He asked 
the ofticer’s permission to hand a letter to 

clerk for his wife. He walked to the 

As he pre: ‘ented the letter, he, at the 

» time drew from his pocket a revolver, 

pluced the muzzle against his temple and 

sent a bullet through his head. He fell 
dead in front of the court, 

The judges jumped to their feet and the 
crowd present surged about in wild con- 
fusion. Immediately after the sentence of 
the court was pronounced Reynolds wrote 
the following note and handed it to the 
clerk: 

“Please see that my body is decently 
buried, either in Jackson or Paris. I have 
$8 in my pocket. Also give the letter you 
find in my pocket to J. Carter, 
Ibo not telegraph my wife or send my body 
home. She has no money to defray ex- 
penses. Only write to her that I died in 
Jackson and requested to be buried there. 
l\indly send her whatever means belong 
to me, for she has nothing to live upon. God 
bless her and my little girl. The L. & N. 
railroad has killed me. die an innocent 
man. never wronged the railroad corm- 
pany. God will punish the officials of the 
road for persecuting me to death.

Reynolds was for a long time a prominent 
and trusted official of the L. & N. Railway. 
He was proud and preferred death to dis-

points as I'd think it for them to tell me 
how to ride a race. Yet it isn’t possible for 
any one to study a subject as hard as I’ve 
studied picycling without learning some- 
thing about it, and a part, at least, of what 
he has learned he should be able to teach. 

That word condition opens up the whole 
subject. No one can discuss this matter in- 
telligently without founding his whole argu- 
mént on condition. A great many people 
who ride only for their pleasure—or think 
they do—entirely fail to realize that, 

In regard to training, the first thing a 
man needs is a thorough, searching exam!- 
nation by a competent, practical, up-to- 
date doctor. If the says you're all right, 
then go ahead. If you’re under weight you 
must build up, and the doctor ‘will tell you 
how to do it. If you’re ah average man 
you'll be carrying a little too much fat, 
your muscl#s will be unequally developed, 
your lungs won't have nearly the capacity 
that they should have, and your nerves will 
be unsteady as a result of some sort of im- 
proper indulgence or excess. 

The thing to do is to get on a meat diet; 
cut off the sweets; cut down the fruit and 
vegetables—I don’t use them at all, but it 
may not be well for you to change your diet 
too suddenly. Then knock off coffee and 
tobacco, and liquor, of course. A little good 
beer or ale may not hurt you if you’ve been 
accustomed to it and if you use it with 
your meals. : 

For exercise don’t confine yourself to the 
bicycle, but take a variety—runnimg, rope- 
ekipping and the ordinary Nght work for 
chest development. 

While you’re getting yourself {nto shape 
do the same thing for your wheel. It must 
run right, and it must fit the rider. In the 
first matter, it is surprising how little most 
riders really know about the right running 
of a wheel. 

In regard to position on the wheel, you 
must study your own physique. I couldn’t 
describe my own position to you as abso- 
lutely the right one. It might not suit your 
build at all. A good many young riders un- 
doubtedly injure their development by copy- 
ing style from somebody whose physical 
make-up and necessities are totally different 
from theirs. . 

Remember all the time what !t is that 
you’re trying to do. You’re trying to make 
those pedals go round swiftly, steadily, 
easily. You're not trying to kick them off 
the cranks or to wear holes in the soles of 
your shoes. In other words, every ounce 
of power that you use ought to go agains: 
the pedal in the direction of its motion. 

In getting the power on to your pedals 
there are two elements—your weight and 
your strength. The first is important, prin- 
cipally because if you are putting your 
weight on the pedals in the right way you 
are probably in a proper position to exert 
your strength. 


The test is this: The true and correct 
notion of bicycle riding is perfectly natural. 
If you feel as if you were developing a new 
kind of motion, it means that you are not 
a good rider. In spite of what ill-informed 
writers on the subject, and some careless 
physicians have said, the bicycle will not 
develop a new human being.” Watch a 
really expert rider and see how natural his 
leg action is. There is nothing cramped 
or strained about it. When his knees come 
up there is no awkwardness or jerking, and 
when the leg is straight it does not seem to 
be straining after the pedal. 


I have said that the action of riding a bi- 
cycie is not unnatural. That fs true. The 
only novelty is in the combination of differ- 
ent muscular exertions. Below the waist 
a bicycle rider is running and climbing; 
that is, his action is different from running

and abdomen he {s dancing. With the back 
and arms he is lifting. When I say danc- 
ing, of course I refer to the action of bal- 
ancing. But this does not mean, as some 
people very foolishly have sald, that a rider 
has to exert any force to keep himself from 
falling over. The laws of nature attend to 
that. A man on a moving bicycle will no 
more fall over than a hoop will if you roll 
it across the room. The balancing. which 
he does is the balancing of force and the 
maintenance of equilibrium between the up- 
per part of his body and the legs that are 
active on a moving s6upport. The work for 
the muscles I have indicated is that of 
maintaining a proper pose. It should be 
done with small expenditure of force, but 
well and carefully done. 

As to the [-rting, ft 18 a Rara matter to 
speak of without an individual example. 
A man must make the best use of his phy- 
sique. But some points are obvious. A 
rider can’t get any, power out of his grip 
on the bar if it is too far out in front of 
him. You can experiment in that matter 
by putting a chair on the floor in front of 
you and lifting it at various distances, If 
the distance is great it Is a back-breaking 
exercise. I see a good many riders who are 
trying to break their backs by reaching out 
too far. The distance from the saddle to 
the grips is too great for the rider’s size. 

There is another point. A good many bars 
made for supposedly fast road riders are 
too narrow. Pulling up on them brings the 
shoulders together and contracts the chest. 
It interferes with breathing. 

If some of the scorchers who break the 
law on the boulevard on their way out of 
town or back again should se6 me come 
along on my wheel adjusted exactly as it 
is when I race, they would say that I was 
“not eo warm.” I don't wear any skin off 
my nose by getting it mixed up with the tire 
of my forward wheel. I sit fairly erect, 
though not rigid, my body inclined forward 
and my back slightly bent but not humped. 
The position, as I have said, would not 
look “racy’’ to one of those fellows who 
wants to burn dust with the casual way- 
farer on a public street when elght miles 
an hour is the limit of the law, and who 
thinks that that is racing. Yet I am sure 
that I get every pound out of myself that 
is in me. 

Many a man who never does breathe 
properly could do so if he only would. It 
is not necessary to open your mouth every 
time you feel like doing it—either for breath 
or conversation. Perhaps the reader might 
find some help or comfort in the toothpick 
habit, which I have acquired: 

To- return to the subject, if you can’t get 
air enough without opening your mouth 
there may be something the matter with 
your air passages. One of the great benefits 
of the bicycle is that it calls attention to 
such matters, and leads to their remedy by 
proper medical attention. This at least is 
certain. No person can ride well who 
breathes unevenly, gaspingly, or in any 
other way than naturally, regularly, and 
with the full depth of the lungs. By this 
I do not mean that one should strain to 
fill the lungs, I have known injury to re- 
sult from that kind of breathing. 

Another thing that must be regular and 
steady is the rider’s nerve. Of coursé, on 
thé racing track every one would admit 
the importance of steady nerves. They are 
no less important to the rider who isn’t on 
the track. In every long run where a 
greater or less percentage of the wheel- 
men drop out, itis perfectly safe to say that 
half of them could have gone through all 
right if they hadn’t got nervous. 

Perhaps a man is afraid of the pace- 
maker, or he is dreading a certain long 
“up-hill stretch of road; or he’s afraid that 
his wheel is not going to run just right, 
or that there'll be a strong head wind. 
Now, persistently fearing any one of those 
things is probably worse than the thing

iteelf. Dan’t worry; it doesn’t do any good, 
and it does a lot of harm. 

In the beginning I spoke about overex- 
ertion and tried to show that it is not what 
a person does, but what he is, that counts. 
It is hardly necesgary to advise against 
overexertion. Everybody knows that it 
is bad. Some people, however, don’t know 
when they are overexerting themselves. 
They are afraid of what is unimportant, 
and not afraid of serious symptoms, There 
are a few general rules. 

When your heart seems to be knocking 
against your ribs, stop. 

When there is faintness and a crampy 
pain in the lower part of your body, rest. 

When there is a pain on each side of the 
small of your back, see the doctor. 

When there are pains in your arms and 
legs every time you move them, and you're 
as stiff as a frozen corpse, take a good 
rub-down, a long night’s rest and a nice 
ride on your bicycle the next day. 

In the matter of rubbing down, bicycle 
riders are more than careless. That very 
agreeable and necessary treatment should 
not be enjoyed only by professional riders; 
it is good for everybody. Don’t do the rub- 
bign yourself if you can get anybody else. 
Don’t ‘have a companion of your late ex- 
ertions rub you down in exchange for a 
similar service by you. You're both tired, 
and a tired person is ‘“‘no good” in that ca- 
pacity. There is a magnetism it in that 
needs a fresh, vigorous person for its prop- 
er development. Always be rubbed down 
before your skin gets dry and your muscles 
begin to stiffen. Never expose your flesh 
naked to the air after exercise and before a 
good hard rub. It’s a sure way to get 
stiff, and though the stiffness may seem to 
pass off once, twice, a hundred times, per- 
haps, it will finally result in a condition 
that can’t be got rid of so easily. 

There are two important matters In rid- 
ing that I have been asked to consider— 
hill climbing and riding against the wind. 
I don’t pretend to be an expert on either 
subject, but a few things that I know about 
them may be worth telling. 

You cannot adjust a bicycle so that it Is 
just right for riding on a level road and for 
climbing a steep hill. If the hill is moder- 
ate, get a little more over your work, give 
yourself a little more air, be extra steady 
and cool, avoid spurts or any sort of hur- 
ried and violent action, and so pedal away 
to the top. On very steep hills your bar 
will seem too high, you won't sit well on 
your saddle, your arms will bend too much, 
and you’ll get a strained feeling in the 
senall of your back and across your breast- 
bone. Get right off and walk, or, if you 
must ride, adjust your machine for it. 
Hard hill-climbing is bad business. I don’t 
believe in it. 

It is when a rider 1is facing the wind that 
he needs to be careful of his bellows. Noth- 
ing is easier than to strain and injure the 
lungs in bucking a high wind. As soon as 
the rider finds that he can’t keep his mouth 
shut, that he is gasping and has a con- 
vulsive and painful feeling in the region of 
the solar plexus, he ought to stop, or at 
least cut down the pace. Of course, it is 
easier to bore through a high wind with 
the top of your head than to push your 
face through it, bué I have seen many a 
rider lose.more than he gained by hanging 
his thhead. Such a posture obstructs the 
throat and brings a strain on the back of 
the neck that is injurious,’ 

In conclusion, I want to urge every rider 
to acquire “‘form’” on the wheel. Don’t be 
satisfied simply because you can keep your 
seat most of the time, and look well enough 
to escape being openly guyed. Compare 
your riding with that of others: tmitate 
the good points, but don’t copy the faults 
of an expert simply because he hag merit. 
Above all, get into condition: I don’t mean 


hard training, but sound health. It always 
pays.

and if it does not awaken shortly it will 
cease to be considered a factor in cycling 
circles. : 

Every week it is going down hill. The 
Bulletin tells us that Secretary Bassett’s 
books record a loss for Missouri. Last 
week we showed a loss of 20 from the week 
previous and of all the lapsed renewals we 
p rsuaded but 20 to return to the fold, 

I am well acquainted with the excuses 
that may be made for this state of affairs. 
In fact, I have been mak'ng some of them 
for the officers of the division myself, but 
the time for excuses has passed. The riding 
season is upon us and we ghould now begin 
to get in new members instead of losing 
those we already have. 

Compare the report of this division with 
those which used to be our competitors. At 
one time we were ahead of Illinois. Last 
week Illinois had 16 applications against our 
four and the total membership is 8360, 
against our encouraging figures of 1230. 
Once we were in hailing distance of Ohio. 
Last week Ohio showed 2 applications, 117 
renewals and & membership of, 2754. Two 
years ago. Missouri ranked fifth In the list 
of all divisions and now she has to be con- 
tent with thirteenth. j 

These figures speak for themselves. Tthiey 
show that there is a lack of something some- 
where and the members will be prone to 
think that the somewhere that the lacking 
is in the office of the division in the Union 
Trust building. 

Four hundred memberships expired April 
1 and these are allowed 60 days in which to 
be renewed. Gecretary-Treasurer Rosen sent 
out the notices of expiration Aprill. Cer- 
tainly this will allow time in which the old 
members may be gotten in, but why was it 
permitted to go until the days of grace? 
Why were not the notices sent out, say dur. 
ing March, so that we should never have 
to report the loss at all? 

What is being done to get In new mem- 
bers? I heard of a big scheme to organize a 
bicycle club of 600 members and to use this 
as a‘Tecruiting club, but Chief Consul Lucas 
turned the list over to an established club, 
and all the fat was in the fire. I have heard 
of no tours, barring the one to dedicate the 
path over the conduit, and of no other ar- 
rangements to get wheelmen together and 
thus attract the great body of the unat- 
tached into our ranks. It is plain to me 
that the division is being allowed to drift 
and that the officers will haveto grab a firm 
hold on the helm if we want to keep off the 
rocks. 


| About the mew track. If any one disbe- 
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lleves the story now he Is referred to the 
Courthouse, where he cag read the articles 
of incorporation of the company and to the 
old Sportsman's Park, where he can see the 
work of putting in the foundations of the 
track and grandstand. The names of the 
members of the company which is to own 
and operate the track is in itself a good 
warranty that the work will be done, and 
the fact that fifty men are at work on 
the grounds is a settler. We will have the 
track, and when it is opened we ought to 
have a double celebration—one for the 
opening and another for the closing of the 
Pastime track. If there ever was cause 
for rejoicing among cyclists here it should 
be for the release from that old man of the 
sea. the Pastime track, which has hung 
about our necks and prevented the building 
of a good track for eeveral years, It is 
true that it was built with the best in- 
tention and at the time the promoters did 
their best for the interest of the sport, 
but they made a big mistake when they 
placed it out so far and let it drag on us, 
John B. Sheridan, the local member of the 
Racing Board, is beginning to get his fill 
of the woes and troubles of all men who es- 
say to fill that unenviable office. There hae 
been no better friend of the racing men 
in this city than Sheridan, and he has done 
a world of favors for them and puffed them 
for their own benefit when even they de- 
served no puffing, but now that he has the 
control of them they are beginning to call 
him all kinds of names. He is rapidly fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of our respected ex- 
member of the board, Mr. Robert, who 
was a good fellow until he became an of- 
ficial. I like Sheridan and I know that 
he will fill his office with credit and that 
he will not do anything that {fs not right, 
but I also know that those he disciplines 
will charge him with every crime in the 
calendar, and that when the season Is over 
he will be a “mean man.” I hope the 
public will listen more to Sheridan’s side 
than to that of the convicted racing man. 


Chief Consul Sherwood of Indiana stirred 
up a hornet’s nest for a short while with 
his trade scheme for the puchase of bi- 
cycles at reduced rates by the members of 
the L. A. W., but as it was frowned on by 
riders and trade elike, it has sunk into 
oblivion. 


Homer A. Canfield has been appointed 
chairman of the Missour! Division Racing 
Board. Canfield is one of the riding poll- 
ticlans. He is a man who has considerable 
influence in the shaping Of the policy of the 
division at times and has held numerous 
offices and at the same time has showed 
enough interest in the track to train well 
end gain many of the State records, He

held the office to which he has been ap- 
pointed several years ago, and while my 
recollection is that he was not a blooming 
success at that time and had considerable 
friction with the other officers of the divi- 
sion, time has probably changed things and 
his former experience will, no doubt, be 
profitable to him now.

The men know that they would 
have no show !n bucking the L. A. W., 
and those whose living depends on their 
riding will not give that up for the privi- 
lege of “cussing’’ the board. While I do 
not think that the registration rule is fair 
any more than the riders do, I know that 
they will not try to beat it In this way. 
They will be wise enough to get some 
friend of theirs have the rule repealed at 
the next assembly. :

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EFFFCT OF CYCLING | 
ON THE MUSCLES, 


is here a great many people are re- 

viving with deep personal interest, 
the old question of the effect of wheeling 
upon the: health. 

Dr. John H. Girdner, who la one of the 
best known medical authorities in America 
on matters having to do with the therapeu- 
tics of exercise, says on this subject: 

“Bicycle riding is certainly not harmful 
when indulged in to moderation. In every 
case bicycle riding transforms the mus- 
cles of the body Into kidneys—that is to say, 
it causes all of the muscles of the body to 
perform exactly the same functions as the 
kidneys, namely, the work of eliminating 
polsonous and other waste material from 
the tlasues of the body. 

“None of the muacies of the legs are In- 
jured in any way by bicycle riding in mode- 
ration. All are strengthened to some ex- 
tent, but particularly the muscles of the 
thigh, called respectively the vastus inter- 
nus, the rectus and the saratorius. Of these 
the vastus internus receives the most 
marked development, and it is the enlarge- 
ment, of these muscles on each thigh that 
give# that odd appearance of unusual ful- 
ness to the legs of athietes just above the 


N OW that the season for bicycle riding 


aling are those called the tibialis anticus, 
the externus longeus. If you will look up 
your school text-book on anatomy and turn 
to the diagram showing the location of the 
muscles of the legs you will perceive just 
how the development of the@® muscles gives 
that rounded appearance to the fore part 
of the leg of the bicycle rider to the aide of 
the central bone. 

“None of the muscles of the rear of the 
thigh are particularily well developed by 
bicycle riding, as none of these muscles pere 
form any other office than merely cOfe 
tracting and expanding with the movement 
of the icg. 

“In the hind part of the leg the muscle 
that recelves the greatest development its 
the gastrocnemiues of the calf muscle, The 
muscle is developed more than any other 
if the legs, with the exception of the vas- 
tus internus and the rectus. The other 
muacie that develops so much as to give 
rounded appearance ts the soleus, which 
reaponsibie for the bumpy part of 
about the ankle of a wheelman. 

“And while tt is chiefly the 
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M teaches children to read before they 
’ can spell and before they can “say 
the alphabet.” 

With the most unpromising material she 
has demonstrated that it is easier to teach 
reading first and spelling afterward than 
vice verea. 

Her success justifies her method and 
proves that text books, by getting the cart 
before the horse, make the beginning of 
education difficult instead of easy. 

The text book method makes the form 
precedent to the thotight. Miss Hilden- 

‘brandt'’s method puts thought into the head 
firet and thus makes it easy to learn the 
form. 

The meaning of the word Is first flashed 
into the mind. After that comes the me- 
chanical part, the building up of the word 
from letters. 
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Instead-of being given a lot of blocks and 
told to build a house the child is first shown 
the completed house and the thought of a 
house made clear to its mind. 


Miss Hildenbrandt is a teacher in La- 
fayette Branch School, on Ann avenue near 
Ninth street, and presides over the little 
ones just out of the kindergarten. Most 
of her pupils are of Bohemian parentage. 
All of them speak and understand English 
imperfectly, amd many of them do not 
understand it at all. Their home surround- 
ings are of such character that their ed- 
ucation in all branches must be begun and 
ended by the teacher. 

“TIT believe in putting thoughts into the 
heads of children before requiring them to 
givé out thoughts,’’ she says. ‘‘Whatever 
the children are interested in that they 
are bound to learn, and to create that 
interest it is necessary to get away from 


the humdrum method that is generally 
used: : 

“Our whole idea for the first year in 
school is theaght-getting. Our method in- 
stead of being the old text book method fs 
what we call the developing method. 

“The children under my instruction can 
read very well, but do, not know how to 
spell a word. They get it as they would a 
picture, and as such it is impressed on their 
minds.”’ 

To illustrate what she meant she wrote 
the word “‘seed’”’ on the blackboard, and 
Bald: » 

“Look well, now, children, as I shall 
erase it in a moment.”’ Leaving it there a 
few seconds she rubbed it out. ‘‘Now,’’ 
she continued, “‘the class may come to the 
board and write ‘seed.”’’’ 

The children did so and not one made a 


mistake. 
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“IT neter gave them that word before,” 
: Hildenbrandt, ‘‘and they could 
not spell it if they were asked, but they re- 
tained the impression of its picture and 
made the form. 

“We use no slates. 
done on the blackboard. 

“IT will show you our method of teaching 
reading without the use of the old-fashioned 
reader.” 

She stepped to the board and wrote 
“run.’’ Turning to her class she said: ‘All 
those who can read that word do so.”” And 
immediately there was a stampede. Turn- 
ing to the board again she wrote “skip,” 
and those who could read it were told to 
do what it said. They all skipped. She 
then wrote “open the door,” and all the 
scholars made a rush for the door. 

“I doubt if they even could divide these 
words,”’ said Miss Hildenbrandt, ‘‘but the 
picture and form of the words are fixed. I 
find that the desire to do these things will 
make them very anxious to learn. 


“IT teach them literature and language by 
having them relate fairy tales and folklore, 
and to add interest have the tales illus- 
trated by acting. Now, children, we will 
tell the tale of the “Three Bears,’ and she 
selected three children to play the parts of 
the papa bear, the mamma bear and the 
little bear. Another child was chosen to tell 
the story, while a little girl with a halo of 
golden hair was assigned to represent Sil- 
ver Hair. The bowls supposed to contain 
soup had been fashioned out of clay by the 
chubby fingers of the scholars themselves. 
The three chairs that belonged to the bear 
household were there, the ‘great big chair, 
the middle-sized chair and the wee little 
chair,’ as were also the three beds, all of 
which Silver Hair tried on her tour of in- 
spection of the house. 

As the little girl recited the story and ar- 
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rived at the different incidents the children }/ ( 


illustrated them by acting. 

“This teaches them to express themselves 
in a connected manner,” said Miss Hilden- 
brandt. “Each scholar in the school must 
take its turn in telling the atory. It also 
teaches them to use good English, as I 
correct them as they talk. The illustra- 
tions are simply for their amusement, so 
they will mot get tired. 

“A device of my own that I make use of 
in our nature studies is this table of sand,”’ 
pointing to a table 10 feet long by 5 feet 
wide, “T let them illustrate our subject 
under discussion by building and modeling 
in the sand. They also use clay to model 
our subjects, and we cut things out of pa- 
per. All of these plans make learning a 
pleasure, and the children learn before they 
are aware of it themselves.” 

“How does this system compare in re- 
sults to the old method?’ 

“Pupils taught by this system may not 
have the outward accomplishments at first 
that characterize the other, such as good 
penmanship and spelling, but they will have 
more material and food for thought, and a 
firmer foundation upon which to build the 
future education, After all it is what we 
actually know and not what we appear to 
know that counts; and what the pupils 
learn by this system they never forget.”’

RS. SOPHIE TANNER is the pio- 
M neer woman railroad station/agent 

in St. Louis. She has been in“’charge 
at Baden in North St. Louis for @even 
years. She sells tickets and money orders, 
attends to all freight and express pack- 
ages and sends messages for the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. She receives 
a good salary, as well as a commission on 
all sales of money orders and tickets. 

Miss Nellie Constant has charge of the 
Jefferson Barracks Station on the Iron 
Mountain road. She has. been there eight 
years. Her duties are manifold. She not 
only attends to all train orders and han- 
dies freight, baggage and mail, but sells 
tickets and money orders, sends telegraphic 
messages and looks after all express pack- 
ages, 

Sometimes she bills and ships as many 
as ten cartoads of freight a day, when 
there is any special movement among the 
troops at the Barracks. 

She receives a good salary, and aside 
from that gets a commission of 10 per cent 
on all commodities handled, excepting 
freight. 

Miss Constant said: 

“I have a great deal to do and a heavy 
responsibility, but during the whole time 
of my service I have never had a complaint,

Miss Annie 1,, Merklin presides over the 
business Of Vandeventer Avenue Station, 
and has been in charge since 1892. Por five 
years before that she was stationed at 
Grand avenue. 

Miss Susie M. Lasley of Rowland, Ky., 
claims to have been the first woman ap- 
pointed to the position of station agent in 
Kentucky. She was appointed two years 
ago, when she was 20 years old, 

Rowland is on the L. & N. Railroad. 

At the time of Miss Lasley’s appointment 
the only other woman agent on the road 
was Miss Kate V. Glenn of Bowling Green, 
Ky. 

The station agent lists In the offices of 
the various railroad offices in St. Louts 
show that many self-reliant women sup- 
port themselves in these responsible and 
exacting positions. Most of them have 
stations where the work is not heavy, but 
some are in charge of stations at important 
points and have several assistants. 

One of them is Mrs. C. R. Winters, the 
Frisco station agent at Rolla, Mo>§She is in 
complete charge of the station. She has 
an assistant who hustles the heavy bag- 
gage, and there is also an operator at the 
station. 

Like many another she came Into the 
position through the death of her husband. 
Twelve years ago he was a conductor on the 
road. He was terribly injured. He re- 
covered, but Was partially disabled and un- 
able to resume his former position. He was 
made station agent at Rolla. 

His wife assisted him with his duties. 
In fact he was agent only in name. A 
year ago he died. Mrs. Winters was im- 
mediately appointed his successor.

There are three different ways of jump- 
ing, single, double Dutch and double Irish, 

One rope only is used for the single and 
may be turned either back-door or front- 
door. When the rope is turned In, this Js 
called back-door, and when out, front-door, 

There are several different -ways of jump. 
ing single rope, 
lows: 

To bake bread, take a small, flat rock 
and hold it in the hand. Jump three and 
then on the fourth jump lay: the rock down, 
Jump three more and on the fourth pick 
it up. Keep on jumping and picking {ft up 
until you miss, when the next in line takes 
your place. 

Old man Daisy. Let the rope sway gently 
from right to left. The jumper remaine in 
the center and each time the rope comes 
near she jumps over it. This is done three 
times. Climb the ladder three, which ia 
done by climbing towards the girl who 
turns, first towards, one end, then towards 
the other. Next, kneel, and all on the rope 
to be turned three times above the head, 
rise and jump until you miss. 

To chage the fox. Run through front door 
without jumping. Go through back door and 
jump two. Each time you go tn back door 
you jump two more, thus the firat time you 
jump two, the second four and so on until 
you miss. ’

In this the rope is not turned, but held 
still; beginning with A on the ground it is 
raised an inch each time until it_reaches Z. 
If there are several who have not missed 
before Z is reached, they begin with A 
again and keep raising until all have 
missed. 

High water. Jump six, the same as in 
pepper. Then the rope is turned tnree or 
four inches above the ground. 
this necessitates the jumper to jump high, 
and in some cases it is very comica] to 
watch ths girls try to jump high. 

Doublé Dutch. In this two ropes are used, 
Two turners are required, or two girls who 
can turn with both hands are a great deal 
better. The ropes are both turned the same 
way. Double Dutch being turned out, or 
front door. The way to jump this fs to 
jump first one rope, then the other. A 
great deal of practice is required before 
this can be done perfectly. 

Double Irish is almost the same as Double 
Dutch; the only exception is that Double 
Dutch is turned front door while Double 
Irish is turned back.

They are 
not in accord with the popular cru- 


sade against the 


is the result of prejudice—nothing more. 
The W. C. T. U. and kindred societies 
have fought the manufacture and gale of 


cigarette. They say it 
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clgarettes for years.- The ‘contention has 
always been that they stunt the growth 
of the immature; produce insanity in the 
old or young, if used to excess: cultivate a 
taste for liquor and, taken altogether, their 
use is the most baleful habit to which a 
person can become addicted. 

Legislatures, both city and State, have 
been importuned to take action seeking 
to suppress the sale of cigarettes and in 
some places the sale of the article to 
minors is prohibited. 

People have come to look on the argu- 
ments advanced by those seeking to sup- 
press the evil as valid, and when the term 
“coffin tack’’ is used every one knows that 
the cigarette ie referred to.

Dr. William C. professor of 


Useery, 
chemistry of the Marion-Sims College of 
Medicine, said: 

“I do not consider it more harmful for 
one to smoke a cigarette than to smoke 
the same amount of tobacco in any other 


form. Made as it is, the smoker is enabled 
to inhale the senoke, and by this the nico- 
tine is more likely to get into his system. 
I consider the habit some cigarette smok- 
ers have of inhaling the smoke as danger- 
ous. When inhaled the mechanical action 
is apt to have a bad effect on the throat 
and respiratory organs. It will affect the 
voice and produce catarrh, bronchitis and 
similar ailments. But if smoke from  to- 
bacco in any other form is handled simi- 
larly the effect will be the same. 
“Cigarette smoking will not produce in- 
Sanity. I know it has been contended to 
the contrary, but I never saw a case of in- 
sanity that I thought could be justly at- 
tributed to the smoking of cigarettes. 
“Cigarettes are harmful to the imma- 
ture. But so is tobacco in any form. Any 
narcotic is bad for a growing person. The 
chief danger les in the fact that cigarettes 


are so small and cheap. They can be car- 
ried so easily and can be smoked so quick- 
ly that a senoker will smoke oftener than 
if he uses a pipe or cigar. The rice paper 
in which the cigarette is rolled is the purest 
substance I know of and is absolutely 
harmless.” 

Dr. Arthur E. Mink, neurologist, said: 

“I ought to be competent to speak for the 
cigarette. For years I have smoked them 
and they have not undermined my health 
nor affected my mind. I have investigated 
cigarette making and know something 
about the details of their manufacture. 

“Only the choicest of tobacco is used in 
them. The cheap grades of tobacco will 
not do. Only good light Virgina leaf is 
used. The only danger lies in the excessive 
use. But the same danger lies in every- 
thing we do. 

“It is popular to condemn the cigarette. 
I have had people say to me: ‘What! 
You ag physician and smoking cigarettes?’ 
Now, I have seen persons take a handker- 
chief and blow smoke in it and then ex- 
hibit the discoloration and call it nicotine. 
As a matter of fact, there is less nicotine 
in a bunch of twenty cigarettes than in 
one Havana cigar. Men will smoke fifteen 
or twenty strong Havana cigars in a day 
and then say the nicotine of twenty cigar- 
ettes a day will prove injurious. Havana 
tobacco is the strongest on the market and 
contains more nicotine than any other kind. 

‘“‘Inhaling the smoke is not to be advised, 
but it cannot produce the effects I have 


geen cla’ened. It may. injure the throat 
and vocal organs, but it cannot get into 
the air cells of the lungs. This is a popu- 
lar prejudice. Just the same is the claim 
that it will produce insanity. I have ob- 
served thousands of cases of insanity and 
I Wave yet to see the first that is due to 
cigarette smoking. 

“Cigarettes are not good for small boys. 
Neither is tobacco in any form. In Europe 
and in the Spanish Americas everybody 
smokes the cigarette and the people there 
are not more subject to insanity than here, 
where the practice is condemned. 

“It is said that opium and other drugs 
are used in the manufacture. This is a 
fallacy. Most of the brands of cigarettes 
are pure and more cleanly than tobacco 
in any other form.” 

Dr. Otto Gutter, Superintendent of the 
City Hospital, said: : 

“I do not consider the cigarette harmful, 
and I have given the subject much atten- 
tion. Cigarette emoking should be discour-~- 
aged to the youthful, and so should the use 
of tobacco in any form. The danger lies in 
the fact that they are 60 mild. The habit 
is likely to grow on one until he smokes to 
excess. The smoke should not be inhaled. 
This may affect the throat and lungs and 
produce bad results. It could not possibly 
produce insanity, however. I never saw @ 
case of insanity that I could attribute to 
the excessive use of cigarettes.”’ 

Dr. Amand Ravold, the bactertologist, 
said: 

“The cigarette is a hygienic smoke,if there 
is suchathing. It is absolutely the cleanest 
smoke I know of. The paper that surrounds 
the tobacco is clean, It leaves no ash. Only 
the choicest tobacco is put in cigarettes. 
The cigarette is made entirely by machin- 
ery. It is not touhed by hand until it is 
finished. Then a clean looking woman puts 
them in boxes. 

“Cigars cannot be so healthful. They have 
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COFTIN 


to be handled many times by the workmen 
and are liable to spread disease. The cigar- 
maker is not the healthiest person in the 
world. It does not require a strong man, 
and many persons suffering from tubercu- 
losis are making cigars. They are supposed 
to round the end of the cigar by hand and 
paste this end. It Is so.easy, though, for 
the maker to place the end between his lips 
and with his tongue » give the right twist 
and fasten the end. It is then he deposits 
the bacilll which the smoker takes in his 
own mouth. The tobacco will not kill the 
bacilli and it will live for years. 


“The cigarette is an economical smoke. 
One frequently does not wish a long smoke. 
If he lights a cigar economy prompts him 
to smoke down to ‘butts.” He smokes more 
than he wants or needs. A cigarette would 
frequently satisfy the desire for nicotine, 
Smoking too much will lower the vitality.

They are those who suddenly develop a 
marked abhorrence for the truth and shun 
it even when it would best befriend them. 
The doctors believe this is merely a species 
of dementia.

EW, if any, of the diseases of children 
- produce greater consternation in a 
household than convulsive seizure.

Almost any one can eat, but to eat actording to the established rules of good society is another 
story. If you happen to discover that a great man eats pie with his knife, do not follow his ex- 
ample in the hope of acquiring greatness, for ten to one that is not how he came to be great. 

The first thing to be considered is how to get to the table. In the rush it is considered bad 
form to get ahead of the ladies. Give them a chance. In taking your place at the table you should 
not get too close nor too far away. Some authorities say a foot is about the proper distance, but 
as you may not desire to wait to have the measure taken, it is best to make sure that you get in 
reach of it. 

If you do not drink wine it is best not to deliver a temperance lecture to those who do. In 
partaking of fruits, such as oranges, cut them into small morsels before eating and never swallow 
them whole. It is well to indulge in agreeable conversation during a meal, but do not do afl the 
conversing yourself. 

Never attempt to talk when the mouth is full. If you are spoken to when in such a predica- 
ment it is best—provided you are not familiar with the deaf and dumb alphabet—to quietly and 
unostentatiously slip the morsel from your mouth and drop it under the table: but in case it be 
something you are loath to surrender, you might place it in charge of some reliable person till 
you have finished your discourse.
